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The largest employer of labor in the lowii ot Rutland, 
and one of the major tax payers, is the Vermont Marble Company. 
Two of the Company’s plants, the Center Rutland Finishing 
Shop and Mill “100” are shown on our cover photo. 

Although there are only two marble quarries in the Town 
of Rutland — the so-called abandoned “North Star” and “Baker” 
quarries in the northwest section, marble sawing mills have l*cen 
operated here tor about a century. 

The first one built was probably that named for Mr. Charles 
Clement, erected near the Falls of Otter Creek on the same site 
as the marble company’s present “Clement” mill. Since that 
time marble fabricating has held an important place in the town’s 
economy.

RUTLAND TOWN SCHOOL DISTRICT 
REPORT OF THE SCHOOL DIRECTORS 
AND SUPERINTENDENT 

Early in the spring of the year your Directors and Superin- 
tendent thoroughly inspected all of the school buildings and our 
findings were such as to warrant doing the following: thorough 
cleaning of all buildings, reconditioning floors, replacing broken 
or missing glass in windows and doing other needful small repairs. 

Special mention should be made of the major alterations and 
improvements as follows. 


Dyer School 

Remodel the basement so that it could be used successfully 
as a playroom for the children during inclement weather as well 
as to provide a suitable meeting place for any group interested 
in school activities in that area. The work consisted of replacing 
the treads on stairway to the basement, installing handrails, 
changing the door at the bottom of the steps, fixing the outside 
door so as to comply with the state requirements for fire protec- 
tion, erecting a partition around the furnace room, cleaning and 
painting the floor, ceiling and walls. All of this work has been 
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practically completed. During the present school year we have 
or will provide new desks for both school rooms. Such painting 
as was necessary has been completed. 

Haiti School 

This building was found to be in excellent condition, needing 
only minor repairs and some decorating, which was done, as well 
as to provide a new flag pole. 

Cheney Hill School 

Alterations were made to the heating system so that it could 
be comfortably heated in the coldest of weather. The basement 
was redecorated as well as the toilet rooms. Changes were made 
in the kitchen and some new equipment provided in order that 
the hot lunch program feould be operated successfully. It was 
also necessary to provide new septic tank and repair the drainage 
system. Special mention should be made of the work done by the 
P.T.A. in this district such as the providing of tables, benches, 
cupboards and kitchen equipment for the lunch program and for 
their own meetings. 


Center Rutland School 

The much needed better lighting in all of the school rooms 
was provided during the year in the way of fluorescent light in all 
of the four school rooms. The girls’ toilet room was remodeled 
and decorated. New toilets, an additional lavatory and mirrors 
were installed. 

100 new chairs were purchased jointly by the Selectmen and 
the School Board, sharing the expense equally between their 
respective funds. 

A new 16 mm Eastman Pageant movie projector was pur- 
chased for the joint use in the Center Rutland and Dyer schools. 

Due to the length of time required to build the new highway 
running in front of the Center Rutland school, it was not possible 
for us to complete the landscaping and the grading of the school 
yard during the Fall. We were able, however, to build the cement 
walks from the street side walk to the main entrance of the build- 
ing, which were covered with marble flagging. We also replaced 
the worn out cement steps with marble risers and non-slip marble 
treads. All of the marble flagging, the new marble steps and the 
labor required to install same, was provided by the Vermont 
Marble Company without cost to the School District. In behalf 
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of the citizens of the Town of Rutland we here record our appre- 
ciation of the generous gift of marble to the School District by 
the Vermont Marble Company. 

Whereas many improvements have been made in the school 
buildings and their equipment, there are still some improvements 
which should be made, and it is the intention of the Board to do 
the following during the next school year: 

Provide new desks for the Haiti and Cheney Hill schools, 
install the proper fluorescent lights in both Cheney Hill and 
Haiti schools, make changes at the Dj^er school so as to properly 
light and heat the basement. At Center Rutland school we 
plan to replace the present windows in the basement at the front 
of the building so that the landscaping and grading may be com- 
pleted in the memorial section, and also grade properly the play 
portion of the school yard and provide some additional radiation 
for the principals office and the center hall. 


Rutland Town War Memorial 

Whereas we consider that the memorial is now complete 
and all bills paid, we call the citizens , attention to th<\ necessity 
of inscribing on the memorial the names of the residents’ of the 
Town, who have entered the armed services since the monument 
was erected. Please give to the School Board not later than 
May 1st the name of any person, whose name should be inscribed 
on the monument. 

The school census was again taken by a house to house can- 
vass in order to include pre-school children, thereby enabling a 
fairly accurate preview of future enrollments and the number of 
classrooms required. From the following tabulation it may be 
concluded that there is not an immediate future need for more 
classroom space.

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Work of the music teacher has progressed successfully on a 
half-time basis, with opportunity to profit by continuing of this 
instruction as resumed last year. 

Only one change occurred among last year’s teaching staff, 
a new teacher being supplied for grades 1-3 at the Center. During 
the present school year a replacement was necessary in the pri- 
mary grades at the Dyer school. Type A school lunches are fur- 
nished at the Center and Cheney Hill schools. Rebates from the 
state amount to nine cents per meal served under this program. 
Work of the local P.T.A. units is responsible for making these hot 
lunches possible on a fuller scale, by getting adult helpers and 
much of the equipment. Commodities furnished from the state 
include: frozen hamburg, canned vegetables and fruits, honey, 

, peanut butter, dairy butter, shortening and beans. 

Transportation of school children has been carried on very 
satisfactorily during this second year in which the Stowell Trans- 
portation Company has had the contract. Tw r o auxiliary routes 
on the Cold River and Billings’ Road have been taken care of 
respectively by getting two of the men teachers to carry the few 
children involved. 

Assignment of grades to buildings during the present school 
year are thus: four rooms at the Center, grades 1-8, with children 
above grade three coming from the Post and Cheney Hill dis- 
tricts, those in Grade 8 coming from all areas. Dyer school 
operates grades 1-7, two rooms, taking some fourth graders from 
the Haiti district and all others, with few exceptions, from that 
area in grades 5-7. Cheney Hill operates grades 1-3, and Haiti, 
grades 1-4. It is hoped that we may retain our fine corps of 
teachers with a minimum of changes another year. We recognize 
how many students take part in the school patrols, in 4-H 
activities, scouting, and the many school functions that tie in 
with their school life. 

Your Board realizes the necessity of maintaining our school 
buildings in the best possible manner. We believe in the employ- 
ment of competent teachers with fair remuneration for their 
services. We are faced, as are all others, with the ever increasing 
costs of providing the proper facilities and teachers for our ele- 
mentary schools as well as that of providing for higher education 
in high schools. 

We have had some additional help insofar as income is con- 
cerned through additional State Aid. We appreciate the support 
of the taxpayers in providing the necessary funds for the success- 
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ful maintenance of buildings and the operating of our schools. 
To meet the budgetary demands for the ensuing school year 
requires a tax of $1.80 on the grand list. We are pleased to point 
out that the rate required is less by $.30 on the grand list than in 
the previous year. We express our appreciation to the pupils, 
to the teachers, the Parent and Teachers Association and to all 
others, who have in any way contributed to the successful opera- 
tion of our schools.

The total number of recipients in the State has remained 
stable for three years but expenditures are larger by reason of 
increases in payments authorized by the Legislature and increases 
in cost of services, including rent. Funds for the support of 
these programs were derived from the Federal and State Govern- 
ments. The towns and cities participated financially in two of 
the programs as indicated below. Administrative expenses for 
the four types of Public Assistance were about 4.4 percent, the 
lowest in the North Atlantic States and among the lowest in the 
nation.

The legal voters of the Town of Rutland and the Town of 
Rutland School District are hereby warned to meet at the Town 
Hall at Center Rutland on Tuesday, March 2nd, 1954 at ten 
o'clock A.M. to act on the following matters, namely: 

1. Shall the Town empower and authorize the Selectmen 
to appoint one or two Road Commissioners? 

2. To choose all necessary officers required by law. 

3. Shall the Selectmen act as Overseers of the Poor. 

4. Shall the Town vote to raise money by tax, or otherwise 
to pay current expenses of the Town, Overseer of the Poor, 
Highway, County and Fire Protection? Ff by taxes, how much? 

5. Shall the Town appropriate Three Hundred ($300.00) 
Dollars to secure the use of the Rutland Free Library to the 
inhabitants of the Town? 

6. To whom and when shall the several taxes be due and 
payable? 

7. Shall licenses for the sale of malt and vinous beverages 
be granted in this Town? 

8. Shall spirituous liquors be sold in this Town? 

9. Shall the Town authorize the Selectmen to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes? 

10. Shall the Town vote to secure the services of the 
Rutland Fire Department? 

11. Shall the Town vote to take advantage of the extra 
twenty-five dollars ($25.00) per mile granted to the towns by 
the State, provided the Town spends twenty- five dollars ($25.00) 
per mile of their own money on Town Roads outside of winter 
maintenance? 

12. Shall the Town vote to install street lights on the road 
leading to “Barrett Hill 7 ' from the Rutland City line on the east 
and from Route No. 4 on the west and one light to the south 
leading from Barrett Hill to Campbell Road? 

13. Shall the Town vote to erect a new bridge to replace 
the Old Covered Bridge (known as Billings Bridge) across 
Otter Creek leading from Creek Road to Park Street? 

14. Shall the Selectmen be authorized to issue Bonds in 
an amount not to exceed $35,000.00 to defray the cost of con- 
struction of Billings Bridge? 


15. Shall the Town appropriate two-hundred dollars 
($200.00) to be used in cooperation with the State and Federal 
Funds for controlling the spread of White Pine Blister Rust 
within the Town? 

16. Shall the Town approve the ordinance to take local 
control of outdoor advertising as granted to any Town in Chapter 
173, U.S. Rev. 1947 as drawn up by the Selectmen to conserve 
the value of property, and encourage appropriate use of public 
highways.

18. Shall the Town School District vote to raise money by 
tax .or otherwise to pay ^urrent expenses of Schools, if by tax, 
how much? 

19. Shall the Town School District pay tuition for the 
higher education of the scholars of said District, if so how much? 

20. Shall the School Board be authorized to borrow money 
in anticipation of taxes? 

21. Shall the School District vote a sum of money not to 
exceed eighty dollars ($80.00) for a scholarship to be awarded a 
worthy High School graduate of Rutland Town who wishes to 
enter an institution of higher learning, particularly a Teachers' 
Training College? 

22. Shall the Town vote its officers salaries, if so, how much? 

23. To see if the voters will vote to instruct the Town 
Representative to the 1955 Legislature to vote for a State Sales 
Tax. 

24. To see if the freemen will vote to accept or reject 
the proposed articles of amendment to the Constitution of 
Vermont. 

25. To transact any other necessary, legal and proper 
business.
